Mrs, Brunstein, who lives at 1119 
Evelyn Avenue, was returning from a 
pleasure trip to Angel’s Camp with her 
two children, Lorraine and Jimmy, ; 
when she heard a terrific crash, saw 
two cars collide and three other ma- 


diately. 

By the time she reached the scene 
of the wreck, a busy intersection where | 
the road branches off to Stockton and 
Tracy, the driver of the last car had! 
been rushed to a doctor. The crowd | 
which had congregated, all apparently 
unversed in first aid, were on the point | 
of moving the seriously injured pass- | 
enger from the road. 
WORK PRAISED 

Mrs. Brunstein, knowing this was the | 
worst possible thing to do, stopped 
them and at once applied first aia 
measures by the side of the road, and 
unaided, save for a man who kept the 
crowd back and the traffic moving, 
managed to halt the bleeding until the 
ambulance arrived. 

Although help. was summoned im- 
mediately, the police ambulance was 
busy and it was necessary to wait un- 
til a private ambulance had returned 
from another call, before the victim 
could be taken to the hospital in Tracy. 

It was the first time that Mrs. Brun- 
stein has been called upon to actually 
apply her Red Cross training since re- 
ceiving an instructor’s certificate. Al-

Editor Albany Times: 

In leaving Albany for a period 
—giving up that delightful view 
on the south slope of Albany 
Hill is partly softened by the sug- 
gestion that some fortumate ten- 
ant will enjoy the pleasure of it 
until our return—I feel I must 
send to your valuable paper a few 
parting words regarding the re- 
zoning of Solano Avenue. 

An unhappy controversy is the 
more to be regretted when it is 
recognized that it has been 
brought about by an unfortunate 
misunderstanding, and not by es- 


sential differences in personal 
judgment. The facts are easily 
stated.. An honorable real-estate 


firm requested the re-zoning of a 
desirable corner so as to enable a 
client to erect an attractive du- 
plex residence; a long-time resi- 
dent and property owner, on 
learning that the building plans of 
the duplex (if completed in ac- 
eordance with the preliminary 
draft) would not result in a build- 
ing as attractive as had been ex- 
pected and would be likely to de- 
tract from the residential value of 
his own property, made vigorous 
protest to. the City Council, The 
corner re-zoning request was 
therefore held in abeyance. 


Meantime, the restricted matter 
of re-zoning a certain corner took 
on much more significant propor- 
tions—no less than the re-zoning 
of Solano Avenue as far west as 
Pierce Street, so as to permit the 


erection not only of duplex resi- 
dences but also of apartment 
buildings. It was this larger con- 


sideration that aroused much heat 
among west-side property owners 
in Albany and considerable ad- 
verse’ comment. After discussion 
in several meetings of the City 
Council, it received favorable ac- 
tion on July 6th by a four-fifths 
majority vote. The matter now 
rests as follows: By action of the 
Albany City Council, the recom- 
mendation of the Park Commis- 
sion (to permit the erection of 
duplex residence and apartment 
buildings on Solano Avenue as far 
west as Pierce Street) has been 
accepted by a four-fifths majority 
vote; it remains for the actual 
city ordinances to be prepared and 
submitted to the Council so as to 
give substance and effect to the 
above: action, 

At this point, therefore, I am 
venturing to set down several sug- 
gestions which represent not only 
my own thought in the matter of 
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of West Solano Avenue. In a cer- 


tain sense such development is in- 


evitable. It is bonnd to come. It 
is the ideal east and west 
thoroughfare for a great portion 


of the East Bay. 

5. But, second, do not “force” 
the pace by bringing into the 
Council a blanket ordinance to 


cover the entire western length of 
Solano even though such an ordi- 
nance is now legally possible. 
Rather, let the actual re-zoning 
ordinances come point by point, 
and property by property, as re- 
presentations reach the office. of 
the City Engineer, and others of- 
ficially concerned, that responsible 
and public spirited citizens are 
ready to go ahead with the right 
kind of modern duplexes and 
apartments—the kind that Albany 
will be glad to welcome and that 
will reflect the dignity and attrac- 
tiveness of our city during all the 
years to come. 

6. The one thing to be avoided, 
as it has seemed to me from the 
beginning—and as, I am assured, 
it seems to many others including 
some of the members of the City 
Council with whom I have con- 
versed—is the irresponsible real 
estate speculation which has been 
the bane of many fair cities. The 
finest possible entrance into Al- 
bany from the Bay Bridge and the 
Shore Highway will be an avenue 
of inviting apartment homes along 
the southern edge of Albany Hill, 
skirted on either side by inviting, 


though modest, homes in the 
midst of their gardens—but the 
most hopeless possible entrance 
would be that same avenue lined 
by “spec” built apartments and 
duplexes, their uncurtained win- 
dows hideous with “For Rent” 
cards, and their unpainted en- 


trances a roosting place for un- 
claimed neighborhood dogs! 

7. Real value is value all round, 
Cross-currents may drive one 
boat nearer the landing stage but 
will foul another against a sun- 
ken pier. Fictitious freshets of 
finance depress one set of values 
even though another set seems to 
be enhanced. But when the good 
old tide comes rolling in—and it 
will surely come—it will lift every 
boat in the harbor,

2. For this reason the Honorable 
City Council will not desire, even 
as they have not heretofore de- 
sired, to take public action which 
will seriously distress any fair- 
minded group of citizens; and, for 
the same reason, fair-minded citi- 
zens will not lightly oppose the 
Honorable City Council in mat- 
ters of-public policy to which the 
members of the Council have giv- 
én continuous and expert atten- 
tion. 

3. While it easily may be true, 
and, I think, in point of fact, is 
true, that full and detailed infor- 
mation concerning the desire of 
all property owners did not reach 
the Honorable Council before the 
re-zoning vote was taken, never- 
theless, it is a naive expectation 
that the tulltegat yote of four- 
fifths majority will be sertousty at- 
fected even though representa- 
tions at a later date should be 
brought before the Council. That 
the re-zoning vote was secured, or 
even attempted, through conniv- 
ance or misrepresentation is sim- 
ply not in the picture! 

4. The solution of the present 
strained situation is therefore 
easily possible, “with everybody 
happy.” First, let the re-zoning 
vote stand as the seasoned judg- 
ment both of the Council and citi- 
zenry for the future development
